The camphor treo grows in great 
profusion in the mountainous parts of the 
islend,. but tho cutting down te. attended 
with great danger from the sboriginal inhia- 
Litants of thogo regions...

in almost continual warfsre with tho.Chi- 
nese who have sotiled on the seacoast and 
constantly hatrhas. the Chinoso who go in- 
lund :o tap the traes. ° "To this circumatance 
nivat be. assigned, the fact thatthe annual 
output of this artic'e tas always been sub- 
jeet'to great fluctuations, In former years
